As the years pass Nichols Memorial Library is more and 
more a center of reading, investigation and study.- The 
reading room has all the leading periodicals on its tables so 
that the people of Kingston may keep in close touch with 
the great movements of the day, without the expense of 
personally owning all these publications. These periodicals 
not only are read in the Library when it is open to the 
public but all the leading ones are taken out each week and 
read in the homes. From year to year the books of refer- 
ence in the Library have increased until in many lines it is 
fairly well equipped. This is especally true in history and 
poetry. | 

Last autumn the Trustees picked out of the collection of 
books all which needed rebinding and had them substan- 
tially bound. In many cases after the frayed edges are 
cut and the book is rebound it will stand more hard usage 
than when new. 
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As our efficient librarian, Mrs. Nellie F. Ingalls, has been 
living in another state since September last it has been 
necessary for the Trustees to fill her place temporarily by 
assistants. Mrs. Sarah Freeman filled this place very ac- 
ceptably until she left town to live in Haverhill, Mass., last 
November. Since that time Mrs. Rose Berry has occupied 
the position to the satisfaction of the patrons of the library.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


February 1, 1923. 

To the School Board and Citizens of Kingston: 

This is my third annual report and is for the year begin- 
ning July 1, 1921 and ending June 30, 19:22. 

INTERIOR OF BUILDINGS IMPROVED. 

The interior of all the schools except South Kingston have 
been greatly improved by the coats of paint which the School 
Board had appled. It was more than an improvement in 
appearance; it improved the lighting, was clean, and made 
a more cheerful atmosphere in the rooms. 

New Prayerounp At SoutH Kineston. 


The pupils in South Kingston thoroughly appreciate the 
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new playground which was provided for them. The attitude 

of the South Kingston citizens has been one of extreme help- 

fulness in getting the ground ready. ‘They have not asked 

for any pay for the many hours of labor which they have 

given. The people deserve praise for what they have done. 
New BLAcKBOARDS. 

Each schoolroom has been partially provided with new slate 
blackboards, and they were very much needed. Several of 
the displaced old blackboards were in such condition that it 
was practically impossible to read the writing on them. Slate 
blackboards will last for generations. 


IMPROVED ATTENDANCE. 

During the past year there has been less than half as much 
absence as there was three years ago. There has been con- 
tinued improvement in the attendance, and this means much 
to the welfare of the schools. Poor attendance and good 
school work do not exist together. Most of the praise for 
the better attendance should belong to the parents. 


Goop Work IN THE SCHOOLS. 

The work has been especially good in the Patten and South 
Kingston Schools. Neither of the teachers in those schools 
wished to return. The two weakest points in the schools of 
the town are in English and arithmetic reasoning; as these 
are among the most vital elements of an education, we are 
endeavoring to overcome them.
